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i, Rafael Carrillo, Mexlean labor leader ani side to Viconte Lombarde Toledano, 
arrived in Bogota late In the afternoon of 4 May 1950 and was arrested by the 
Colonbian National Police on the following day. According to source, he was 
arrested by several detoetives acting without superior orders, taken to police 
headquarters, questioned, searched and set at liberty after an apology fron 
Colonel Manuel Agudelo, Chief of the Dorartment of Iwestigetion of the 
National Polies. 


2. Carrillo told the police that the purpose of his visit was to addregs the 
Tonth Labor Congress of the Confedorceion de Trabajadores de Colorbia (CTC), 
which had corvenod in Bogota on 1 May 1950, and requested permission of tho 
police to do go. Colonel Agudelo told Carrillo that there was no ‘ob jection 
to his addressing the Congross. However, when Carrillo attempted to speak 
before tho Con¢ress on 6 lay, the anti-Conrmmiegt Liberal majority caused euch 
& disorder that his remirks could hardly be hoard, J4s theme vas that the 
CT&L is not a Conrmnist organization or a tool of Mosear. He protested to 

his audienee that he had tho permission of the police to spealc, but this 
° failed to quiet his hecklora. 


30 Garrdllo told Communist labor leaders and labor Jeadors of Commmist synpathios 
that actuiliy the prineipal purpose of his visit vas to announce thot a labor 
congress would bo hold by the Confederncion Regional Obrera Mexteam (cro) 
in Mexico soretine in 1950 to orpanize another continental Jabor ecntral. Ho 
described CRO! as the oldest syndical in Mexico, The conpress will denouee 
beforo the latin American proletariat the attempts of the A.F. of L. to control 
the salaried workers of the continent for imperialist purposes am expose the 
results of the attack by imperlalism against Commmisn within the laboring 
classes. The now labor central will be a branch of the CTAL, organized in 
such a my as to attract affiliates from those unions which lecked confidence 
in tho CTAL or which had been foreed by imperialist maneuvors to break with 
the CTAL, oe 

4o Carrillo said that this annomecomnt was particularly oprortunc in Colorbia 

because of the CIC's break with the CTAL during the very sossion at which he 
had tried to speak. Since the Conmmists, and others who did not favor the 
breal,uerc proposing to orgsuize their om Jaber central. in Colorbina » Carrillo 
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felt that the nev central should loeieally effildate with the proposed con= 
tinental labor certral. 


5, During his stay in Bogota, Carrillo avoided contact with the Pertide Commista 
de Colombia (PCC) as such and did not fo near Party headquarters or visit the 
hones of Commmiats. He did moet with Commmists, horever, at the offices at 
the CIC, Source considered it significant thet Carriillo's principal contacts | 
included frienis of Augusto Duran and Duran hinself, and reported that som 
Communist Jeaders had expressed the opinion that the results of the CTC Congress 
might have pub Duran back on the road to leadership of the PCC. 


6 Insofar as source has boon able to detormine, Carrillo had almost no contect 
with Gilberto Vieira White, Secretary Genoral of the Pot, but net frequently 
with other Conmumist party leaders such as Pedro Jose Abella, Ventura Puentes 
Vanegas, Carlos Arturo Aguirre, Pildberte Barrero and Aveusto Duran. 


7, Carrillo told these leaders that the plan to establish the headquarters of 
the Sowth Pacifle Regional Comntttes of the CTAL at Panama had beon dropped 
because of the Panamanian governmont'’s recent action in declarin: the Communist 
party illegal. Carrillo stated tht the headquarters of both the Caribbean 
amd the South Pacific regions would probably be Mexico.

Pedro Abella who lives in Bogota 
was in close contact with Carrillo. According to reports received to dato, 
Napoleon Molina could not be located and there is no evidence that ar bege 
Gueman or delegates from other coummbries were in Bogota during Carrillo's visit. 
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
